Baker claims virus ‘on the run’

With a few strokes of his 


pen yesterday afternoon, Gov. 


Charlie Baker ordered the 
end of the state-mandated 
COVID-19 restrictions that 
have shaped life in Massachu- 


setts since last March and then 
added an asterisk to the notion 
that the state’s public health 
crisis is over and done with. 
“Unless something very odd 
happens I would say that it is 
pretty much over but... I would 


put an asterisk on anything that

says it’s over,” the governor 
said yesterday afternoon in the 
State House Library. “But I do 
believe that it is certainly on 
the run in a big way and, given

‘Personality bigger than life’ 


Partners, leaders mourn 
loss of restaurateur

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Andy Yee left everyone — the governor, 
someone he met in line at the supermarket, 
everyone — feeling like they’d just made a 
close friend, longtime friend and business 
partner Kevin Vann said yesterday. 

“He had the ability to make people com- 
fortable,” said Vann, a partner with Peter 
Picknelly and the Yee family at Springfield’s 
Student Prince and the Fort. “He brought you 
the best in life for everyone.” 

Yee died Thursday surrounded by family. He 
was 59, and would have turned 60 next month.

J. Weldon. A Chicopee man 
came forward with allegations 
Weldon and two other priests 
repeatedly raped him when he 
was a child in the 1960s. 

Velis issued a bruising report 
in June finding the man’s alle- 
gations credible, and criticizing 
the diocese’s initial response 
to the complaint. The late 
bishop’s likeness and name 
were stripped from locations 
throughout the diocese and his 
body exhumed from a promi- 
nent spot in a Springfield ceme- 
tery — to be relocated to a lesser 
spot with a plain headstone. 

The task force was fashioned 
by former Bishop Mitchell T. 
Rozanski, who has since been 
named archbishop of St. Louis, 
Missouri. Bishop William D. 
Byrne replaced Rozanski in the 
Springfield diocese, which cov- 
ers all four western counties. 

The diocese made the 
announcement about Ford’s 
departure yesterday as the task 
force approaches the latter stag- 
es of its work, a spokeswoman 
said. 

“Having completed its data 
and information collection 
process, Judge Ford informed 
his colleagues that he had been 
retained to provide advice in 
a civil matter, having noth- 
ing to do with the Diocese of 
Springfield, but involving Egan, 
Flanagan, and Cohen, PC the 
Springfield law firm which 
also represents the diocese,” 
diocesan spokeswoman Carolee 
McGrath said. 

Ford said he acquiesced to the 
recommendation that he step 
down, even though he did not 
view his arrangement with the 
law firm as problematic. 

“While my work with the law 
firm did not constitute a conflict 
of interest as prescribed by 
legal standards, in discussing 
this matter with the Task Force 
members it became clear to me 
that members of the group did 
have concerns. In recognition 
of that feedback and given the 
sensitivity of the subject matter 
being considered, even the ap- 
pearance of a conflict, had the 
potential of compromising the 
credibility of the Task Force’s

work,” Ford said in a statement. 

The retired judge submitted 
his resignation to Byrne, effec- 
tive immediately. 

The bishop thanked Ford for 
his efforts and integrity. 

“Tam most grateful to Judge 
Ford for having guided the 
Task Force through its infor- 
mation gathering work these 
past months and his tireless 
advocacy of the Task Force in 
the news media. He has shown 
a great understanding for the 
need of the Task Force’s work to 
be above any reproach, stepping 
down from work that he had ful- 
ly committed himself to since 
last June,” Byrne said. 

Ford’s resignation comes days 
after the diocese was rocked by 
a break in the 49-year-old mur- 
der investigation into the death 
of altar boy Daniel “Danny” 
Croteau. 

Although defrocked priest 
Richard Lavigne died before 
he could be charged, Hamp- 
den District Attorney Anthony 
Gulluni revealed Monday that 
investigators determined the 
13-year-old Croteau died at 
the hands of Lavigne. The 
former priest did not confess to 
killing the child, but admitted to 
investigators taking Croteau to 
a spot along the Chicopee River, 
physically assaulting him there 
and later seeing his body in the 
water. 

Next week, the diocese also is 
expected to release an updated 
list of priests and lay personnel 
who have had credible allega- 
tions of sexual abuse leveled 
against them. 

The task force will consider 
a transition of leadership at its 
June 2 meeting, McGrath said.

state-mandated COVID-19 
restrictions will be lifted. The 
state of emergency that’s been 
in place since March 10, 2020 
will be lifted at 12:01 a.m. on 
June 15 under an order Baker 
signed yesterday. 

People who have not been 
vaccinated will be advised, 
but not ordered, to continue 
wearing face masks and to 
continue distancing in most 
settings, but the state’s new 
advisory will recommend 
that vaccinated individu- 
als no longer need to wear 
a face-covering or social 
distance indoors or outdoors 
except for in certain situa- 
tions. 

To facilitate the require- 
ment that masks be worn 
on transportation, in health 
care settings and elsewhere, 
Baker yesterday signed 
what he said was a “modi- 
fied declaration of a public 
health emergency.” He said 
that declaration will also 
facilitate testing, tracing and 
vaccination efforts after the 
state of emergency ends. 

The state’s slots parlor and 
two resort casinos will also 
be allowed to return to most- 
ly normal pre-pandemic op- 
erations this weekend thanks 
to a vote of the Gaming 
Commission this week. And 
while students and teachers 
will continue to wear masks 
and distance through the 
end of this school year, state 
guidance issued Thursday 
calls for fully in-person 
schooling without a mask 
mandate or required distanc- 
ing in the fall. 

As more people become 
vaccinated and the public 
health situation improves, 
the strategy to stop the 
spread of COVID-19 now 
shifts from more than a year 
of mandating how business- 
es can and should operate 
to an emphasis on personal 
risk assessment and choice. 
Businesses may opt to keep 
some restrictions in place to 
protect their employees and 
customers, and each indi- 
vidual can make decisions 
based on their own comfort

“He was a larger than life 
legend,” Vann said. “Every- 
one who knew him could 
write a book. Then turn 
around and write another 
book.” 

Yee always said he basically 
grew up in the Hu Ke Lau 
restaurant his parents, the late 
Jung Tai “Johnny” Yee and 
Linda Yee, opened in 1965. He 
and his brothers Nicholas and 
Edison; sister, Anita, and their 
Aunt, Bonnie, made up the 
Bean Restaurant Group. 

“Anyone who knew Andy 
knew that his laugh was 
contagious, his personality 
bigger than life, and he was 
always bursting with pride for 
his family and friends,” read a 
statement released yesterday 
by the Yee family. 

Over time the Bean group’s 
restaurant portfolio grew 
to include over a dozen 
restaurants and bars, either 
owned by the Yee family or in 
partnership with others. The 
list includes local mainstays 
that otherwise might have 
closed for good, such as the 
Student Prince and The Fort 
in Springfield and the White 
Hut in West Springfield. Oth- 
ers include Union Kitchen in 
West Hartford, Connecticut; 
Johnny’s Tavern in Amherst; 
Johnny’s Bar and Grill in 
South Hadley; Iya Sushi and 
Noodle Kitchen in Amherst 
and South Hadley; The 
Boathouse and The Halfway 
House in South Hadley; and 
The Fort’s Wursthaus in 
Northampton, and Simsbury 
and West Hartford, Connecti- 
cut, among others. 

Vann said he marvels at 
what he estimates as tens of 
thousands of employees, from 


level and virus conditions in 
their community. 

Since the first coronavirus 
case was confirmed here 
Feb. 1, 2020, 660,513 people 
here have been infected with 
COVID-19 and the virus has 
taken the lives of 17,850 peo- 
ple since the first death was 
announced March 20, 2020. 
As Baker officially rescinded 
his COVID-19 orders yester- 
day, public health officials 
estimated there were more 
than 7,800 active cases of 
COVID-19 in Massachusetts. 

Since Baker first laid out 
a roadmap to the end of 
COVID-19 restrictions on 
April 27, initially suggesting 
an end date of Aug. 1, the 
average number of daily new 
cases has dropped 82.5 per- 
cent from nearly 1,200 new 
cases a day to an average of 
208 new cases a day. The av- 
erage number of hospitalized 
COVID-19 patients is down 
58% from more than 650 
patients to an average of 274 
now. Deaths are down more 
than 40% from more than 10 
a day to about six a day, alow 
since the pandemic began. 
The state’s average positive 
test rate was 1.72% then and 
now stands at 0.80 percent. 

And since the governor 
announced his accelerated 
reopening timeline on May 
17, new cases are down 57%, 
hospitalizations are down 
29%, deaths are down 35% 
and the positive test rate has 
shed about three-tenths of a 
percent. 

Only Tisbury, on Martha’s 
Vineyard, remains in the cat- 
egory that the Department of 
Public Health considers to be 
at highest risk of COVID-19 
transmission. At one point in 
January, almost two-thirds 
of the state’s 351 cities and 
towns were “in the red.” 

As of Thursday’s report 
from DPH, more than 3.5 
million people in Massa- 
chusetts or about half of 
the entire population had 
received the necessary doses 
to be fully vaccinated against 
COVID-19. Yesterday, Baker 
recounted the ways people in 
Massachusetts adapted and 
adjusted to the pandemic and 
supported their neighbors. 

“But the most important 
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thing people did was they 
got vaccinated,” he said. The 
governor added, “It is, in 
some respects, a profound 
demonstration of how people 
here stepped up when they 
really needed to to make it 
possible for us to put this 
thing behind us and I am 
hugely grateful that so many 
people did it.” 

Baker had said Massachu- 
setts was on track to meet its 
goal of vaccinating at least 
4.1 million residents by next 
week, but yesterday he said 
that milestone is more likely 
to come in the middle of the 
month. He said vaccination 
efforts will likely shift to 
focus on mobile clinics, pop- 
ups “and almost like home 
delivery” of vaccine doses 
through the summer. 

The state is not just lifting its 
COVID-19 mandates, it’s also 
encouraging people to get out 
of the house and dine at some 
of the restaurants that have 
been walloped over the last 15 
months. The Massachusetts 
Office of Travel and Tourism 
announced a $1.9 million ad 
campaign Thursday to pro- 
mote dining out. 

Lt. Gov. Karyn Polito 
cautioned eager diners that 
it may not be an immedi- 
ate return to pre-pandemic 
norms. She said restaurants 
may have altered or reduced 
menus, might opt to adjust 
seating plans and could 
stick with a preference for 
contactless payment. Baker 
said people need to “respect 
and follow” whatever rules 
businesses decide to put in 
place. 

“T think all of us need to 
continue to be what Massa- 
chusetts has been since this 
started, which is respectful of 
their friends and their neigh- 
bors and to recognize that not 
everybody is going to be in the 
same place, psychologically, as 
everybody else,” he said. “It’s 
been a really hard, tough year 
for people and I think that’s 
something people should 
incorporate into the way they 
think about that. If somebody 
has a business and they’d like 
you to wear a mask when you 
come in, you should wear a 
mask. I’m certainly going to 
do that.”

wait staff on up, Yee mentored 
over he decades. 

“There is not a table he 
didn’t touch,” Vann said. 
“There wasn’t a person he 
didn’t greet.” 

He recalled how Yee was a 
steadying force when the fam- 
ily closed Chicopee’s iconic 
Hu Ke Lau in 2018. 


Vann also said Yee was an 
expert at developing ideas 
into workable concepts, like 
when he worked with Peter 
Picknelly and the Vann family 
to save The Fort and later The 
White Hut from closure. 

“The Fort was Andy’s gift to 
Springfield,” Vann said. “He 
saw so many places closing.” 
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European 
regulator 
clears Pfizer 
shot for 
adolescents 


The European Medicines 
Agency yesterday recom- 
mended that the use of the 
coronavirus vaccine made 
by Pfizer and BioNTech be 
expanded to children ages 
12 to 15, a decision that of- 
fers younger and less at-risk 
populations across the con- 
tinent access to a COVID-19 
shot for the first time. 

The Pfizer-BioNTech 
vaccine was the first one 
granted authorization 
across the European Union 
in December, when it was 
given the green light for use 
in anyone 16 and over. Since 
then, about 173 million dos- 
es have been administered 
in the EU, which is about 
three-quarters of all vaccine 
shots given so far in the 
27-nation bloc. 

“Extending the protection 
of a safe and effective vac- 
cine in this younger popu- 
lation is an important step 
forward in the fight against 
this pandemic,” Marco 
Cavaleri, head of health 
threats and vaccine strategy 
at the Amsterdam-based 
EMA, said. 

The EU regulator au- 
thorized the vaccine for 
younger adolescents after 
receiving data from the 
United States showing it to 
be highly effective against 
infection. In a study in- 
volving 2,000 adolescents, 
none of those who received 
the vaccine got COVID-19, 
compared with 16 ina 
control group that received a 
placebo, Cavaleri said. 

“The vaccine was well-tol- 
erated, and the side effects 
in this age group were very 
much similar (to) what 
we ve seen in young adults 
and not raising major con- 
cern at this point in time,” 
he said. 

The EMA decision needs 
to be rubber-stamped by 
the European Commission, 
and national regulators can 
decide whether the vaccine 
will be offered to children 
under 16 in each country.

Sarno wasn’t the only may- 
or to praise Yee. Northamp- 
ton’s David Narkewiz posted 
a photo from the grand 
opening of the Northampton 
Wurst Haus. In the photo, 
Narkewicz is helping Yee and 
his family and business part- 
ners cut a ceremonial string 
of linked sausages. 

“Andy’s vision and positive 
energy were infectious and I 
will be forever grateful for his 
investments in Northamp- 
ton. Sending my love and 
condolences to the entire Yee 
family, which was always at 
the center of his life,” Narke- 
wicz said.

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SPRINGFIELD 
Ex-gun shop 
employee convicted 


A Michigan man who once 
worked at a now-defunct South 
Hadley gun shop was sen- 
tenced to 13 months in federal 
prison after admitting to illegal 
possession of a machine gun, of 
falsifying records and taking part 
in two ‘straws sales’ where guns 
were sold to a secret buyer. 

William J. Scott, 32, had plead- 
ed guilty in September to several 
charges, including possession of 
unregistered firearms, making 
false statements, and making 
false entries and failing to main- 
tain records as required by law. 

In addition to the prison sen- 
tence, Judge Mark Mastroianni 
ordered Scott to serve three years 
probation after his release. 

Scott worked Dark Horse Gun- 
smithing in South Hadley begin- 
ning in 2013. During that time he 
purchased and possessed a fully 
automatic machinegun that was 
not registered in the National 
Firearms Registration and Trans- 
fer Record as required by the 
National Firearm Act. 

He also admitted to taking part 
in two straw purchases, where he 
sold firearms to one person while 
knowing the guns would be de- 
livered to a third person. He fal- 
sified information on a Firearms 
Transaction form and failed to 
log firearms into the Dark Horse 
Acquisition and Disposition Re- 
cord, leaving some such firearms 
potentially untraceable. 

In February, one of the owners 
of Dark Horse Gunsmithing, 
Max T. Gaj, was sentenced to 
18 months in prison for several 
firearm violations. 


NORTHAMPTON 
Man arrested after 
high-speed chase 


A man accused of threaten- 
ing to shoot two Northampton 
police officers last week was later 
stopped on Interstate 91 and 
arrested by Massachusetts State 
Police, according to authorities. 

Law enforcement said the 
32-year-old Northampton man 
on May 22 threatened to get a 
gun and shoot the two officers, 
who were working detail shifts. 
Three days later, a warrant was 
issued for his arrest. 

Officers found the man and at- 
tempted to take him into custody 
near his car. However, he is ac- 
cused of getting into his vehicle 
and driving away at a high rate of 
speed, according to a statement 
from the Northampton Police 
Department. 


GREENFIELD 
Child rapist 
remains jailed 


An Athol man, nearing the 
end of his 10-year sentence for 
child rape will remain in custody 
indefinitely after a Franklin 
County jury found him to be “a 
sexually dangerous person.” 

Following the Franklin Supe- 
rior Court verdict on Thursday, 
William Hoyt, 47, was ordered 
to be committed at the Massa- 
chusetts Treatment Center in 
Bridgewater. He is to remain 
there until such a time when it 
is determined that is no longer 
considered a danger to society. 

Hoyt, formerly of Greenfield, 
was sentenced in 2010 to be- 
tween 10 and 12 years in prison 
following his conviction for rape 
and abuse of a child. 

He had previously been con- 
victed and sentenced in 1994 for 
indecent assault and battery on 
a child, and again in 2005 for in- 
decent assault and battery on an 
adult. The state’s Sexual Offend- 
er Registry Board considers Hoyt 
a level 3 sex offender, meaning 
he is at high risk to offend again.

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New psychiatric units open Tuesday 


Holyoke Medical 
Center's inpatient 
bed capacity 
swells to 54

Citing an “urgent need” 
in the community, Holyoke 
Medical Center will open 
two new inpatient psychiatric 
units for adults on Tuesday, 
June 1, at a cost of $7.3 million. 

It will increase the hospi- 
tal’s inpatient psychiatric 
beds from 20 to 54, and help 
address an ongoing regional 
bed shortage that has caused 
delays in emergency rooms 
for patients awaiting them, 
according to Carl Cameron, 
chief operating officer for 
the hospital, which is part of 
Valley Health Systems. The 
project includes an 18-bed 
geriatric unit for ages 65 and 
older, and a 16-bed adult unit 
for those 16 through 64 years 
old. 

“The expansion of HMC’s 
psychiatric bed capacity con- 
tinues to be an urgent need,” 
Cameron said. “The occupan- 
cy on our existing adult unit 
has been near 100% for over 
a year. Since July of last year 
our psychiatric boarders in 
our Emergency Department 
have significantly increased 
and this continues even as 
the pandemic let up in our 
community.” 

A sharp increase in men- 
tal health needs has been 
associated with the COVID-19 
pandemic. An already acute 
regional shortage of inpatient 
psychiatric services was made 
worse by the closure last June 
of the adult, geriatric and 
pediatric psychiatric units at 
the former 74-bed Providence 
Behavioral Health Hospital. 

New owners of that hos- 
pital, renamed MiraVista 
Behavioral Health Center, 
recently reopened 36 inpa- 
tient psychiatric beds there 
for those 18 years of age and 
older. Baystate Health, which 
plans within the next two 
years to open a $55-million, 
150-bed psychiatric hospital 
for both children and adults 
with Kindred Health Services, 
temporarily opened a 12-bed 
child-and-adolescent behav- 
ioral health inpatient unit for 
those five to 17 years of age at 
the end of April.

shuttered the only such pedi- 
atric services for children in 
Western Massachusetts, and 
left Baystate Wing, in Palmer, 
with the only area facility with 
dedicated inpatient psychiat- 
ric beds — some 15 out of 28 
— for geriatric patients. 

Holyoke Medical’s new 
geriatric unit is designed to 
address the multiple needs 
of such patients, an issue that 
was highlighted by the recent 
closure of Farren Care Center 
in Franklin County that had 
long delivered care to those 
diagnosed with both medical 
and psychiatric conditions, 
Cameron said. 

“The geriatric unit will 
have a specialized focus on 
the unique behavioral health 
needs of elderly patients, age 
65 years or older,’ Cameron 
said. “This inpatient geriatric 
psychiatric program will also 
be responsive to the accompa- 
nying common medical issues 
often associated with aging, 
while also providing a thera- 
peutic environment sensitive 
to the physical limitations of 
the frail elderly.” 

He added that the adult 
psychiatric beds will provide 
treatment for the “acute but 
often severe psychiatric needs 
of adult patients age 16 to 64, 
many of whom are likely to 
have secondary issues related 
to drugs and alcohol.” 

The 16 adult psychiatric 
beds are located on the hos- 
pital’s third floor in what was 
the former Birthing Center, 
and that 12,000 square feet 
was renovated on the first 
floor to accommodate the 18- 
bed geriatric unit. 

Holyoke Medical Center has 
hired approximately 70 new 
staff members for the added 
services and continues to hire 


Man acquitted in 2008 
Springfield slaying

Twelve years behind bars. 
Two trials. Three hours of 
deliberations by a jury of his 
peers. Angel Hernandez walked 
free yesterday after being 
acquitted on a murder charge in 
the 2008 slaying of Pine Street 
shopkeeper Alberto Rodriguez. 
His attorney said Hernandez 
couldn’t leave the Roderick L. 
Ireland Courthouse fast enough. 

Hernandez, 51, is the second 
defendant to be acquitted for 
the fatal shooting of Rodriguez. 
Codefendant Charles Wilhite 
was acquitted after his second 
trial in 2013. He sued the city 
for wrongful imprisonment, 
netting a $1.4 million settlement 
in 2016. Both men were granted 
new trials over allegations by 
witnesses that they were coerced 
by Springfield police detectives 
to offer specific testimony. 

Defense lawyer Jeffrey Brown 
said he was uncertain whether 
his client would pursue a lawsuit 
against the city. 

Rodriguez was found by police 
on Oct. 14, 2008, slumped over 
in the driver’s seat of his car 
on Ashley Street. He had been 
shot, and later died at Baystate 
Medical Center. A witness 
testified Rodriguez had gotten 
into an argument with Hernan- 
dez the day before the shooting. 
Prosecutors argued Hernandez 
gave Wilhite a gun, and Wilhite 
shot Rodriguez. 

Both men were convicted at 
their original trial in 2010, when 
eyewitnesses put them at the 


scene. How- 
ever, some 
of those wit- 
nesses said 
E| Springfield 
police detec- 
tives Anthony 
Pioggia and 
Steven Tatro 
pressured 
them to identify the defen- 
dants. 

Hernandez and Wilhite were 
sentenced to life in prison — 
but their attorneys challenged 
the convictions. 

Brown said his client 
turned down a plea deal that 
would have allowed him to 
be sentenced to time served 
in exchange for admitting to 
manslaughter. 

“He maintained his inno- 
cence, and wouldn’t admit 
to something he didn’t do,” 
Brown said. 

A spokesman for Hampden 
District Attorney Anthony 
Gulluni could not immediately 
be reached for comment. 

Brown said he believes the 
case highlighted deep-seated 
issues within the police depart- 
ment. 

“The mayor spouts off about 
bail reform and all this, but 
what he really should do is 
roll up his sleeves and fix the 
Springfield Police Depart- 
ment,” Brown said. 

The Republican has reached 
out for comment to Mayor 
Domenic J. Sarno’s office and 
a spokesman for the police 
department. 
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for the new units, Cameron 
said. Those hires include phy- 
sicians, advanced practiced 
registered nurses, social work- 
ers as well as social workers, 
certified nursing assistants, 
and occupational therapists 
among others. 

The fiscal 2021 state budget 
signed by Gov. Charlie Baker 
in December included $10 
million to fund creation 
of inpatient mental health 
acute care beds, with priority 
given to beds for children and 
adolescents in underserved 
areas of the state. Payments 
upon completion could be 
up to $150,000 per new bed, 
particularly if finished early 
this year. 

Depending on state licens- 
ing and staffing, MiraVista 
hopes to add an additional 10 
beds to the existing 74 at the 
facility and eventually open 
a 12-bed pediatric unit along 
with the rest of the beds. 

Baystate Health also has 
a 28-bed psychiatric unit 
for adults on its Springfield 
campus in addition to the 
temporary 12-bed pediatric 
psychiatric unit; a 20-bed unit 
at Baystate Noble in Westfield; 
and 22-bed unit at Baystate 
Franklin in Greenfield. Some 
of these will be consolidated 
when its new hospital opens. 
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Removal of Floyd image 
at City Hall disputed

The removal of an image of 
George Floyd pasted on the 
front doors of Northampton 
City Hall on the one-year an- 
niversary of the man’s murder 
Tuesday has drawn a mix of 
responses. 

While activists argued the 
image shouldn’t have been 
taken less than 24 hours after 
it was put up and was a disre- 
spectful move on the part of the 
city, the Northampton mayor 
on the other end noted prior 
approval wasn’t given for the 
picture to be erected and there’s 
an extensive policy for creating 
art on public buildings. 

“Northampton has a lot of 
public art that we commission,” 
Mayor David Narkewicz told 
MassLive. “We just did a public 
art project the other weekend, 
where people were painting 
on the utility boxes around the 
city, but there’s a process to go 
through with the Northampton 
Arts Council, where artists 
need to get a permit. They can’t 
just install public art or murals 
on city buildings without per- 
mission.” 

Northampton Abolition Now 
(NAN), an area activist group 
seeking a50% decrease in 
the budget of the city’s police 
department, put up the image 
of Floyd on the front double 
doors of the building following 
a memorial and stand the orga- 
nization held Tuesday in honor 
of the 46-year-old Minneapolis 
man and other victims of police 
violence. 

“This memorial was made 
with love and was created with 
the intention to remind city 
leaders of their commitments 
to make Black Lives Matter 
in Northampton, and why we 
need bold action to divest from 
policing and invest in a vision 
of care and safety that works 
for everyone,” the organization 
said. 

Following the memori- 


al — which was at one point 
interrupted by a heckler, fight 
and police response — several 
people who attended the event 
lingered to share their opinions 
during a Northampton City 
Council public hearing about 
Narkewicz’s proposed fiscal 
2022 budget. 

Members of NAN and 
others in the community have 
expressed opposition to the 
mayor’s proposal to raise the 
Northampton Police Depart- 
ment’s budget by 3% and only 
fund a new Department of 
Community Care by $423,955. 

Both NAN and the Northamp- 
ton Policing Review Commis- 
sion (NPRC), the resident-led 
group formed by the city in the 
wake of Floyd’s murder and 
tasked with making an array of 
recommendations for how to 
improve law enforcement in the 
community, called for the new 
agency to be funded by at least 
roughly $883,000. The amount 
represents how much the Police 
Department’s initially proposed 
fiscal 2021 budget was cut by 
last summer. 

If created, the community 
care department would be com- 
posed of clinically train peer 
responders, who could assist 
at the scenes of mental health 
emergencies without carrying 
firearms and shift certain emer- 
gency responsibilities away 
from police. 

At the City Council’s meeting 
last Thursday, several council- 
ors expressed support for the 
mayor’s proposed fiscal 2022 
budget, while many other resi- 
dents shared their disapproval. 

“The mayor and some 
members of the City Council 
seem too eager to forget their 
commitments and the daily 
harm that police inflict on mar- 
ginalized people,” NAN wrote 
in a statement. “It is crucial that 
the mayor and city councilors 
put words into action and affirm

David Earl West, 96 passed 
away peacefully at Linda 
Manor surrounded by family 
on Monday, May 10, 2021.

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Biden’s tax hike rest on Neal’s shoulders 


‘Insider’s insider’ has 
proven he is suited for task

President Joe Biden’s push for the 
first major federal tax increase since 
1993 now rests on the shoulders of 
Richard Neal. 

It’s a career moment that comes full 
circle for Neal, who chairs the House 
committee responsible for writing the 
legislation. He joined the key tax-writ- 
ing body during the battle for that last 
wave of increases. 

Neal says he learned a key lesson 
during the 1993 effort: Ensure that the 
tax increase that you vote for actually 
gets enacted, or you're left politically 
all the more vulnerable, with no result 
to point to. When he and other House 
Democrats back then voted for an inno- 
vative tax on energy, it ended up dying 
in the Senate. 

“Tt was this vacuous endeavor,” Neal, 
72, recalled in an interview in his office 
at the U.S. Capitol this month. “We 
were stuck with a tax-increase vote and 
no policy achievement.” 

The episode serves as background to 
Neal’s current work figuring out what 
tax increases he can shepherd through 


a Democratic caucus that has razor-thin 


control of the House and Senate. While 
progressives are determined to boost 
levies on wealthy Americans and 
corporations to fund more spending on 
social programs, moderates, including 


Sen. Joe Manchin of West Virginia, have 


expressed concerns. 

It’s hard to argue that Neal, a 32-year 
veteran of the House from Springfield, 
isn’t suited to the task. Dubbed “an 
insider’s insider” by New England’s 
newspaper of record, the Boston Globe, 
he has spoken with pride about focusing 
on committee work and staying out of 
the limelight — quoting fellow Bay Stater 
John McCormack, the House speaker for 
most of the 1960s: “You never have to 
explain anything you didn’t say.” 

A moderate, he represents a Mas- 
sachusetts district that extends from 
Springfield west to the Berkshires and 
has faced down progressive challeng- 
ers in the past two primaries. He cites 
his work with Manchin on pension 
issues, but he’s also made allies among 
progressives. He was the first member 
of Congress to endorse Sen. Elizabeth 
Warren, also from Massachusetts, in 
her run for the party’s presidential 
nomination. 

“T don’t think he has any enemies,” 
said Barney Frank, who served with 


Neal in the House’s Massachusetts dele- 


gation for more than two decades.

Biden’s $6T budget: Social 
spending, taxes on business

“Richie will know how to do that — 
he’s got good political judgment, he 
knows the tax code like the back of his 
hand and he has credibility with more 
moderate members,” Frank said. 

The process is set to kick into higher 
gear when the Treasury Department 
releases the so-called Green Book, a 
document that will detail the adminis- 
tration’s tax proposals. 

Neal already has been making the 
rounds with colleagues, and his staff 
have pitched variations on Biden’s tax 
hikes, which range from a higher top 
marginal tax on income to a dramatic 
expansion in the levy on capital gains 
for America’s rich to a rollback of some 
of former President Donald Trump’s 
corporate tax cuts. 

Biden has proposed the tax increases 
to finance some $4 trillion in lon- 
ger-term economic programs — includ- 
ing child and earned-income tax credit 
expansions that Neal’s committee will 
also oversee. 

Those credits are a particular passion 
for Neal.

“Our economy is premised on the idea 


that some workers are worthy of ‘perks,’ 
like paid leave or affordable child care 
that works for their schedules, while 

the majority are forced to fend for 
themselves,” he said in April, when he 
released his own plan for paid leave, 
guaranteed access to child care, and 
permanent worker and family-related 
refundable tax credits. 

Neal worked with Republicans on 
pandemic-relief bills last year and has 
teamed up with them on issues includ- 
ing retirement savings and drug pricing 
initiatives. Kevin Brady of Texas, the 
lead Republican on House Ways and 
Means, calls Neal “sincere” and views 
him as an honest negotiating partner. 

But united GOP opposition to higher 
taxes will make the coming package a 
Democrat-only affair. 

“One of the nice things about the 
Democratic caucus - I think there’s 
about 222, 223 of us - 222 of them have 
already offered their tax plans to me,” 
Neal quipped. “I’m getting a lot of 
advice on it, but we have to draft a plan 
that can get a majority in the House.” 


Tax bills, according to the Constitu- 
tion, must originate in the House, and 
the Ways and Means Committee is the 
panel in charge of drafting them. It took 
26 years of service on the committee 
before Neal ascended to chairmanship. 

Before that, his long tenure had 
earned him the leadership of both the 
House delegation from Massachusetts, 
known as a commonwealth, and that of 
the broader New England region. 

“Tt’s a role he takes very seriously,” 
said Lori Trahan, a Massachusetts 
representative who first met Neal while 
working as an aide on Capitol Hill in the 
1990s. “He is so key in ensuring that the 
commonwealth continuously punches 
above our weight in the House of Repre- 
sentatives,” including through ensur- 
ing Massachusetts has representation 
across key committees, she said. 

Neal coached Trahan on securing 
a seat on the influential Energy and 
Commerce Committee, and used his 
influence to help get that result, she 
said. Representatives from across New 
England, especially newer office-hold- 
ers, seek out Neal’s guidance on dealing 
with obstacles or pushing legislation, 
Trahan said. 

Neal brings guest speakers to delega- 
tion gatherings, such as a Federal Re- 
serve Official, or a recent sit-down with 
Charlie Baker, the Republican governor 
of Massachusetts. 

Back before the pandemic, the delega- 
tion used to frequent a Washington 
outpost of the Boston-based Legal Sea 
Foods to meet less formally. During the 
lockdowns, he stepped up the meetings 
— held in virtual form — for members to 
compare notes on the needs of constitu- 
ents as Congress enacted unprecedent- 
ed assistance packages. 

The nine-member delegation has 
been doing the same with regard to 
infrastructure, a subject to which Neal 
brings the perspective of a former 
mayor. In the 1980s, he oversaw the city 
of Springfield, a period that included 
the development of Monarch Place, 

a commercial-and-retail office tower 
that’s still the tallest building in the 
state outside of Boston. 

A former history teacher, Neal’s often 
seen carrying a book, and speaks with 
colleagues about historical challenges 
the U.S. has faced and pulled out of. It 
helps bring perspective to know that 
“we've been here before,” Trahan said. 
“He uses history sort of as a lens to be- 
ing optimistic: we have work ahead, for 
sure, but we are going to get through it.” 

As for deal-making, Neal said he 
learned a lesson from the late Edward 
Kennedy, the longtime Massachusetts 
senator “We don’t turn down a good 
deal because you can’t get the perfect 
deal.”

Cosby

Actor Bill Cosby won't be pa- 
roled this year after refusing to 
participate in sex offender pro- 
grams during 
his nearly 
three years in 
state prison in 
Pennsylvania. 

The 83-year- 
old Cosby has 
long said he 
would resist the 
treatment pro- 
grams and refuse to acknowledge 
wrongdoing even if it means 
serving the full 10-year sentence. 
This is the first year he was eligi- 
ble for parole under the three- to 
10-year sentence handed down 
after his 2018 conviction. 

Cosby spokesperson An- 
drew Wyatt called the decision 
“appalling” and said Cosby 
“vehemently proclaims his 
innocence.” 

Cosby meanwhile hopes the 
state Supreme Court, which 
heard his appeal in December, 
will reverse his conviction in 
the first celebrity trial of the 
#MeToo era. Cosby’s lawyers 
say the trial was flawed be- 
cause five other accusers were 
allowed to testify to support the 
sexual assault complaint filed 
by a former Temple University 
basketball team manager. They 
also say the judge should not 
have let the jury hear Cosby’s 
damaging testimony from 
accuser Andrea Constand’s 
related civil suit. 

Cosby is serving his sentence 
at SCI-Phoenix in Montgomery 
County. The case stems from a 
2004 encounter with Constand 
at his estate near Philadelphia. 
The two had met at Temple, 
where Cosby long served on 
the board of trustees and was 
a frequent celebrity visitor to 
campus. The Associated Press 
does not typically identify 
sexual assault victims without 
their permission, which Con- 
stand has granted. In the wake 
of the May 11 decision, which 
began circulating Thursday, she 
posted a tweet that said simply, 
“DENIED.”

Nation, and volunteer in their 
communities.” 

The budget incorporates the 
administration’s eight-year, 
$2.3 trillion infrastructure 
proposal and its $1.8 trillion 
American Families Plan and 
adds details on his $1.5 trillion 
request for annual operating 
expenditures for the Pentagon 
and domestic agencies. 

Acting White House budget 
chief Shalanda Young said the 
Biden plan “puts these pieces 
together and does exactly 
what the president told the 
country he would do. Grow the 
economy, create jobs and do 
so responsibly by requiring the 
wealthiest Americans and big 
corporations to pay their fair 
share.” 

Biden’s budget is sure to give 
Republicans fresh ammunition 
for their criticisms of the new 
Democratic administration 
as bent on a “tax and spend” 


agenda that would damage the 
economy and impose a crush- 
ing debt burden on younger 
Americans. And he’s facing a 
nettlesome fight with Republi- 
cans who say he’s shorting the 
military. 

“It is insanely expensive. It 
dramatically increases nonde- 
fense spending and taxes” and 
would weaken the Pentagon, 
said South Carolina Sen. Lind- 
sey Graham, top Republican on 
the Budget Committee and a 
generally pragmatic GOP voice 
on spending bills. “There will 
be serious discussions about 
government funding. But the 
Biden budget isn’t serious 
and it won't be a part of those 
discussions.” 

Veteran GOP Sen. Richard 
Shelby, whose help is needed 
to pass annual agency budget 
bills, blasted Biden’s plan as “a 
blueprint for the higher taxes, 
excessive spending” that also 
“shortchanges our national 
security.” 


terday blocked creation of a 
bipartisan panel to study the 
Jan. 6 attack on the Capitol 
in a show of party loyalty to 
former President Donald 
Trump, aiming to shift the 
political focus away from 
the violent insurrection by 
his GOP supporters. 

Instead, it’s now likely that 
questions about who should 
bear responsibility for the 
attack will continue to be fil- 
tered through a partisan lens 
rather than addressed by an 
independent panel modeled 
after the commission that 
investigated the Sept. 11, 
2001, terror attacks. 

The Senate vote was 54-35 
— six short of the 60 needed 
to take up a House-passed 
bill that would have formed 
a 10-member commission 
evenly split between the two 
parties. It came a day after 
emotional appeals from 
police who fought with the 
rioters, the family of an offi- 
cer who died afterward and 
lawmakers in both parties 
who fled Capitol chambers 
as the rioters broke in. 

Six Republicans voted with 
Democrats to move forward. 
Eleven senators — nine 
Republicans and two Dem- 
ocrats — missed the vote, 
an unusually high number 
of absentees for one of the 


votes to move ahead, rather 
than a simple majority in the 
100-member Senate. 

Though the Jan. 6 commis- 
sion bill passed the House 
earlier this month with the 
support of almost three doz- 
en Republicans, most GOP 
senators said they believe 
the commission would even- 
tually be used against them 
politically. And Trump, who 
still has a firm hold on the 
party, has called it a “Demo- 
crat trap.” 

Speaking to his Republican 
colleagues, Senate Demo- 
cratic leader Chuck Schum- 
er said after the vote they 
were “trying to sweep the 
horrors of that day under the 
rug” out of loyalty to Trump. 

He left open the possibility 
of another vote in the future 
on establishing a bipartisan 
commission, declaring, 
“The events of Jan. 6 will be 
investigated.” 

Friday’s vote was em- 
blematic of the profound 
mistrust between the two 
parties since the siege, espe- 
cially among Republicans, 
as some in the party have 
downplayed the violence 
and defended the rioters 
who supported Trump and 
his false insistence that the 
election was stolen from 
him.

Stocks capped a listless day of trad- 
ing on Wall Street with modest gains 
yesterday and the S&P 500’s first 
weekly gain in three weeks. 

Gains in technology and health 


care companies outweighed a slide in 
communications stocks, retailers and 


elsewhere in the market. The S&P 
500 rose 0.1% and notched a 1.2% 
gain for the week. 

The benchmark index closed out 
the final day of trading in May with 
a monthly gain of 0.5%. That’s the 
index’s fourth straight monthly 
increase and follows what a bumpy 
few weeks in the markets as inves- 
tors moved past a stellar corporate 
earnings season and focused on the 
tug-of-war between the economic 
recovery and rising inflation. 

Wall Street largely shrugged off a re-

Consumers boost 
spending in April 


Americans increased their spend- 
ing by 0.5% in April, a slowdown 
after a massive gain in March that 
had been powered by the distribution 
of billions of dollars in individual 
stimulus checks. 

Even with the pullback from a 
4.7% surge in spending in March, 
the April increase provided further 
evidence that consumers are driving 
a strengthening recovery from the 
pandemic recession. 

The April gain was led by a 1.1% rise 
in spending on services, the sector 
that covers airline travel, hotels 
and restaurants — areas that were 
devastated by the pandemic-caused 
shutdowns a year ago. 

Friday’s report also showed that 
inflation by a measure preferred 
by the Federal Reserve surged bya 
bigger-than-expected 3.6% for the 12 
months that ended in April.

T WAS BASKETBALL 

tournament time, 1952, 

and Springfield Tech 

looked ready for the 
challenge. Coach Bill Lawler’s 
team had a 16-2 record, and 
the region’s best rebounder/ 
scorer, a junior named Johnny 
Jones. 

Trouble was, the Western 
Mass. Tournament field also 
included Worcester powers St. 
John’s and South. 

Well, Tech certainly was up 
to that challenge. After breez- 
ing to an 18-point victory over 
Adams in the quarterfinals, 
the Tigers disposed of both 
Worcester entries, rallying to 
beat defending champion St. 
John’s by five, then knocking 
off South in the championship 
game. 

They did it with a solid start- 
ing five - Jones, Richie Clark 
and Archie Williams (later 
a Brown University football 
star) up front, Joe Glasgow 
and Irv Hamill in the back- 
court. 

Tech lost a three-pointer to 
Rogers of Newport in the New 
England Tournament at Bos- 
ton Garden, finishing with an 
18-3 record and the school’s 
first WMass basketball title. 

As asenior in 1953, Jones 
was named starting center 
on The Sunday Republican’s 
All-Western Massachusetts 
team. Then, to top his high 
school career, he won the John 
“Honey” Lahovich Award as 
the region’s best player. 

He went on to American 
International College, where 
he scored 1,470 points and 
later earned enshrinement in 
its athletic Hall of Fame. 

Jones played for Bill Calla- 
han in the early years of his 
16-season coaching career 
at AIC. Over Johnny’s three 
varsity seasons, AIC went 43- 
23. He had some outstanding 
teammates, including Dick 
Kross, Lucien Plante, Duke 
Dukeshire, Jake O’ Donnell, 
Buzz Connery, Jackie Nehmer 
and Richie Clark, Johnny’s 
rebounding partner at Tech. 

After graduation, Jones had 
a long career as an engineer, 
first at Hamilton Standard, 
then at American Optical. 

John A. Jones, one of Tech’s 
and AIC’s finest, passed away 
May 17 at the age of 85. His 
wife, Odessa (McDermott) 
Jones, passed away a week 
later. 

PAT AND RYAN: Spring- 
field’s Pat Moriarty, now 
the head baseball coach at 
Deerfield Academy, closely 
followed the progress of the 
Pope Francis Prep hockey 
team on its way to the national 
high school championship.

Roger Mudd’s 
‘moments’ 
tracked history 


ACK IN MARCH, 
veteran broadcast 
journalist Roger 
Mudd died at his 
home in McLean, Virgin- 
ia, at the age of 93. In the 
1980s my brother Tom, who 
worked for the U.S. State 
Department, had a home 
in McLean while he and his 
wife, Barbara, were back in 
the states for a short time. 

Barb was a home econo- 
mist with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. When 
we stayed at their house the 
culminating activity of our 
trip would be a visit to an 
area restaurant selected by 
my sister-in-law. 

The Alpine restaurant was 
in their neighborhood, and, 
whenever we were back 
in Virginia, the Szechwan 
Chinese eatery was a regular 
place to visit. To put it mild- 
ly, the food was very special. 
With the passing of Roger 
Mudd, I recalled our visits to 
Swiss Chalet Chinese restau- 
rant in McLean. 

A large photograph of the 
the newsman was prominent- 
ly displayed in the facility. 
The Alpine was the Mudd 
family’s favorite place to eat. 

In the 1980s Chicopee 
Public Schools Community 
Television, municipal cable 
access TV, was in its infancy. 
I was the host of a monthly 
news show called “Market 
Square.” Back in those days 
Mudd was the rising star at 
CBS News and the heir ap- 
parent to Walter Cronkite. 

The guy was my idol. Sitting 
in front of the camera in my 
tweed jacket and conserva- 
tive tie interviewing a parade 
of Chicopee luminaries, I was 
keeping a necessary sense of 
distance and being fair-mind- 
ed, all while exhibiting polite- 
ness and charm. 

The CBS newsman was a 
collateral descendant of Dr. 
Samuel Mudd, the Maryland 
physician who set John Wil- 
kes Booth’s broken leg after 
the assassination of President 
Abraham Lincoln. 

Roger Mudd was born 
and raised In Washington,

D.C., where his father was a 
mapmaker and his mother 
was a nurse. He graduated 
from Woodrow Wilson High 
School in 1945. After the 
Army, he majored in history 
at Washington & Lee Univer- 
sity and later earned a mas- 
ter’s degree in history at the 
University of North Carolina 
at Chapel Hill. 

Mudd began his journal- 
ism career in Richmond, 
Virginia, as a reporter for 
the Richmond News Leader 
and for radio station WRNL. 
In the 1950s he moved back 
to Washington where he be- 
came a reporter with WTOP 
News, the news division of 
radio and television stations 
owned by Washington Post 
and Newsweek. 

By 1956, he hosted the 
first newscast he wrote for 
WTOP’s 6 p.m. newscast. 
The program included a 
weekly commentary piece, all 
without the constraints of the 
“wire service vocabulary.” 

That was followed by a se- 
ries on television documenta- 
ries he wrote and produced. 
CBS News was located on the

third floor of WTOP’s studios 
at 40th and Brandywine 
streets in northwest Wash- 
ington. 

Five years later his work 
finally came to the attention 
of CBS News, and he was 
moved “downstairs” to join 
the Washington bureau on 
May 31, 1961. The Washing- 
ton native became a part of 
the network correspondents 
covering the U.S. Congress. 

That spring’s biggest story 
was the “Cape Cod invasion” 
of the capital. John F. Ken- 
nedy was the new president, 
his brother, Robert, was the 
attorney general and the 
president’s Massachusetts 
Senate seat was already a 
national news story. 

Walter Cronkite, on the 
“CBS Evening News,” was 
the first to report that the 
youngest Kennedy brother, 
Edward M. “Teddy” Kenne- 
dy, was in the primary race 
for the seat. 

In 1962, I was in my senior 
year at American Interna- 
tional College in Springfield. 
The campus Democrats were 
already supporting the state’s 
attorney general, Edward 
McCormack, whose uncle, 
John McCormack, was the 
speaker of the U.S. House. 

Onasummer’s night at 
the Springfield Auditorium, 
Cronkite was in the balcony, 
broadcasting live coverage of 
the showdown at the Demo- 
cratic party’s state nominat- 
ing convention. 

Roger Harrison Mudd was 
on the convention floor with 
the Kennedy delegates. He 
was reporting that the men, 
who two years earlier had 
helped elect a president, 
were now ensuring the 
Senate nomination of his kid 
brother. 

Mudd would cover the 
Kennedys for the next 20 
years. He was in the kitchen 
of the Ambassador Hotel in 
Los Angeles in 1968 when his 
friend U.S. Sen. Robert F.

Her 
grandfather John Domenech, 
an Army colonel who served 
during World War II and the 
Korean and Vietnam wars, 
was buried there in 2006. 

“T visit his grave every Me- 
morial Day and Veterans Day 
to honor him,” said Dome- 
nech, “and usually, it’s pretty

After her tweet last year 
from the cemetery, Dome- 
nech heard from a woman 
whose husband died in 
Afghanistan months earlier 
and had recently been buried 
in Arlington, she said. 

“She hadn’t yet seen his 
headstone, so I was able to 
take a photo of it and send 
it to her,” Domenech said. 
“Tt was moving to support a 
person I'd never met. And it 
was cool to have that person- 
al connection.” 

Domenech had a handful 
of carnations with her that 
day, which she left on as 
many graves as possible. 

“Tran out pretty quickly, 
but it was still nice to be 
able to take a photo and tag 
people on social media,” 
she said. “Judging by the 
response I received, it meant 
a lot.” 

One of those who noticed 
her efforts was Ryan Man- 
ion, whose brother is the 
inspiration behind the Travis 
Manion Foundation. In 2007, 
Manion was killed during 
an ambush on patrol in Iraq 
while aiding wounded fellow 
Marines. 

Ryan Manion, who is 
president of the foundation 
and lives in Doylestown, Pa., 
admired what Domenech 
had done and told her she’d 
like to help. 

“Here she was with this 


country.” 
For Sarah Geisen, one of 


the volunteers who signed 
up, visiting the graves of 


strangers is the “least she 
could do,” she said, since 

so many people have been 
affected by COVID and can’t 
travel. 

Geisen’s brother, Army 
Special Forces Capt. Drew 
Patrick Ross, was killed in 
Afghanistan in 2018 by an 
improvised explosive device. 
He is buried in Arlington, 
and she couldn’t imagine not 
being able to visit his final 
resting place, she said. 

“T wish I had known what 
Emily was doing last year, 
and I would have joined forc- 
es with her,” said Geisen, 35. 

She said COVID has affect- 
ed many Gold Star Families 
who have had to delay funer- 
als or been unable to travel to 
Arlington. 

“It’s been a gut-wrenching 
experience for a grieving 
community,” she said. 

Domenech said that as she 
wandered around the ceme- 


tery last year, she came upon 
the grave of a Marine who 


shared her July 26 birthday. 
“T said his name aloud and 
stood there for a little while 


to wonder about his life and 
the people who will celebrate 
his birthday without him 


every year,’ she said. “He de- 
served to be remembered.”

State requiring in-person learning this fall

All schools and districts will be required 
to hold classes in-person next fall and 
health and safety requirements imposed 
by the Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education will be lifted for the 


new school year, the department said in new 
guidance sent to superintendents Thursday 


evening. 


The guidance says districts and schools 
must continue “core mitigation strategies” 


including indoor masking, physical distance 


and strong hand hygiene for the remainder 


of this school year. When the state lifts most 


COVID-19 restrictions today, students and 


staff will still need to wear masks inside. 
“With the State of Emergency ending 
June 15, 2021, and as COVID-19 cases, 
hospitalizations, and deaths continue to fall 
as vaccination rates increase, for the fall, all 
districts and schools will be required to be 
in-person, full-time, five days a week and all 
DESE health and safety requirements will 
be lifted,” the guidance says. “This includes 
all physical distancing requirements.” 
Schools will not be able to offer remote 
learning “as a standard learning model” in 
the fall, per the guidance, but pre-pandemic 
virtual learning options for “individual stu- 
dents in limited cases” will remain available, 
including home or hospital tutoring because 


of a medical condition and single-district 
virtual schools. Education officials plan to 
work with the Department of Public Health 
to issue health and safety recommendations 
over the summer, on topics like masks for 
elementary schoolers. Elementary and Sec- 
ondary Education Commissioner Jeff Riley 
has previously said he expected a full return 
to in-person schooling in the fall. 

On Tuesday, he said all elementary and 
middle schools are now in-person full time 
and 99% of high schools met his May 17 
deadline for in-person learning. During the 
week of May 20-26, districts reported 229 
new cases of COVID-19 among students 
and 21 among staff to DESE.

Kennedy died. 

In 1979, the turbulent pres- 
idency of incumbent Jimmy 
Carter was in free fall. The polls 
were not friendly to the liberal 
southern Democrat in the White 
House. Still, trying to launch a 


party nomination effort against 
an incumbent member of one’s 
own party was a serious long 
shot. 

“CBS Reports” on Nov. 4, 
1979, telecast “Teddy.” Three 
days after the program aired, the 
youngest Kennedy brother an- 
nounced his decision to seek the 
nomination for president. What 
happened next was something 


the Washington Post report 
called a “Roger Mudd moment.” 

Mudd’s interview, taped on 
Cape Cod, included an obvious 
question. Mudd asked, “Senator, 
why do you want to be presi- 
dent?” 

Kennedy whiffed on the 
question. Every member of the 
History Department at Chicop- 
ee Comprehensive High School 


had a difficult time explaining 
what the senator said. John Mo- 
ran, the department chairman, 
believed that in the middle of 
the interview Kennedy lost focus 
trying to explain the impact of 
his decision on his family.
